The 
messenger who brought the letter explained 
that it was delayed, because he reached Ali 
Musjid on November 2ist, during the fight- 
ing,and returned to Cabul. Hejsays the ameer 
was incensed at his return, and ordered him 
to proceed. 

The Daily News correspondent at Lahore 

says that the viceroy telegraphed a sum- 
mary of the ameer’s letfer to London on the 
4th of December. “The government, conse- 
quently, was aware thereof when it opened 
parliament. As the letter expressed no 
willingness to comply with the viceroy's 
specific demands, operations will proceed, if 
possible, more actively in consequence of 
the ameer’s irresolution, so as to acquire as 
much as possible before he submits. The 
continuation of General Brown's 
advance on  Jellalabad is certain. 
‘The ameer’s letter is shown by one 
of the opening remarks that if the good will 
really consists in deeds, not words only, it 
has not been manifested by the various 
proposals of the British officials.

An Appeal for the Production of Such 
a Book. 
Epttrors Constitutiox—The editorial on 
this subject should arrest the attentionef 
every Georgian. The question should be 
agitated till the history of Georgia, from 
Oglethorpe to Colquitt, is written. There 
is no history of Georgia after 1798. The 
material is ample. The colonial records, 
the archives of the state, McCall's history, 
Stephens's work in two volumes down to the 
adoption of the constitution of 1798, White's 
statistics and historical collections, Sher- 
wood's Gazetteer,a few religious works, con- 
fined mostly to denominational history, the 
records and colleetions of the Historical suci- 
ety at Savannah, the Georgia manuals, these 
with some private collections would supply 
the material for the historian—perhaps the 
peer of the trumpeters of fame from Herodo- 
tus to Motley and Froude. 
From DeSoto’s romantic march through 
the unbroken wilderness of Georgia down 
to the last elections, in which the wards of 
the nation were taught how to vote the 
democratic ticket, in spite of such infidels 
as Whitelaw Reid, Georgia's history deserves 
the eg of a Macaulay, and every school 
boy in Georgia should possess a fullgand 
complete history of his native state, 
The articles by Hon. H. BR. Casey about 
Columbia county should cause similar arti- 
cles in every ec -unty in the state, and the 
plan you suggest would preserve these 
sketches for the historian. 
Why deferthe matter? Is not the history 
of Georgia sufficiently important to warrant 
the staie government in taking steps for the 
collection of the material, and in emploving 
some competent writer to edit the work? 
The services of Hon. C. ©. Jones, Hon. Sam- 
uel Barnett, or other competent writers 
might be secured.

The ball grazed the hand of 
Senor Ruas, who was with Pardo, and en- 
tered below the shoulder blade, ssing 
through the body. Pardo wa ked a 
few steps forward, staggered and fell. The 
assassin was seized by Dr. Adam Melgar, 
who had followed Pardo from the carriage, 
but “managed to escape, the guard mak- 
ing no effort to detain him. A sergeant of

Just now there are three cases of leprosy 
at the Charity hospital at Blackwell's 
island, which have “proved of such 
curious intervst to the medical profession 
that the superintendin physician is 
troubled with more’scientific visitors than 
he cares tu see.

Tue Paris exhibition was open a

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Ir is well known in Washington that 
neither Senator Conover nor Patterson 
will change his vote of last winter in favor 
of admitting General M. C. Butler.

He is working for a 
handsome allowance as a contestant out 
of the contingent fund of the senate. He 
will undoubtedly get it, although he has 
not the shadow of a claim to General But- 
ler’s seat. ‘ oe 

Mr. Epison’s application for a patent 
for his electric light has been favorably 
passed upon, and the letters patent will 
go to the inventor in about aweek. The 
patent will bear the date of December 10, 
and will be the one hundred and sixty- 
second that Mr. Edison has received. The 
great inventor can afford to laugh at the 
effortsof bis British and French rivals. 
They may deprive him of the fruits of 
his genius in their own countries, but 
that is allthey can do. The coming light 
will doubtless be perfected’ before long, 
now that the troubles in the patent office 
have been overcome, and the inventor is 
regaining his accustomed health. 

Mr. Biount controls, at least tempo- 
rarily, the postal cars of the country. As 
a member of the appropriation commit- 
tee, he has charge of the making up of 
the post-office appropriation bill. The 
postmaster-general deliberately decided 
to so conduct the railway part of the 
postal service as to create a deficiency on 
that account of nearly half a million 
dollars. He now declares that if congress 
does not by the first day of January ap- 
propriate money to wipe out the de- 
ficency, he will order the removal of the 
postal cars on all the railroads. This 
would be -very bad indeed, but Mr.

The youngest senator is Mr. Seaton 
Grantland, of Griffin. Wedo not simply 
feel a pleasure when we say that, al- 
though the youngest, he is one of the 
ablest, for this is a clear truth. Mr. Grant- 
land has long been devoted to the study 
of politics, and while not a professional 
man,is thoroughly posted on all questions 
of public interest. He represents, to a 
great extent, the commercial interests of 
the state, and has a remarkably clear 
head upon the subject of their demands 
and necessities. His speech of the 
other day on mortgages was a 
model of good sense and eloquent style.

Mr. Hayesanda Solid South. 

The trouble about Mr. Hayes’s;southern 
policy was that itwas premature. It was 
well enough in its way and accomplished 
good, but it was not intended to accom- 
plish good, and therefore it fell short of 
the expectations of those who predicted 
large results. Mr. Hayes, taking advan- 
tage of the situation and of the confusion 
that followed the electoral frauds, sought 
to divide the solid south by forming a 
nucleus for a third party. He sought 
even to revive the old whig party 
bv flinging out a crumb here 
and a crumb there; but he failed in each 
instance, as he might have known he 
would have done. So far as his inten- 
tions are concerned his southern policy 
has been a failure; so far as the real good 
of the country is concerned—and that is 
what the chief magistrate ought to take 
into consideration—a great reform has 
been accomplished. <A lot of inefficient 
office-holders have been weeded out, and 
good men put in their places, so ‘that the 
south has nothing to complain of. 

But Mr. Hayes expected too much. He 
ought to have known that the little fever 
of independentism which swept over cer- 
tain portions of Georgia was only one 
phase ot opposition to republicanism. He 
ought to have known thatthe solid south 
can never be dissolved while there is a 
republican party in sight. This is natu- 
ral. The south is not solid as against the 
north, but it is solid as against republi- 
canism, and it will remain so as 
long as it is confrented by such 
an organization of knaves and _ cor- 
ruptionists. When, therefore, the stal- 
warts point to the solid south and call 
upon the north to solidify they are merely 
shrieking against the wind. The solidity 
of the good people of the north will be 
similar to that of the south, and it will be 
directed solely against that phase of our 
politicts that has brought disgrace upon 
the American name. The editors of the 
radical organs should put this in their

Flipper. 

In one shape or another, Atlanta 
always keeps before the public. Her 
latest advertisement is due to the literary 
impulses of one Henry Ossian Flipper, 
the only colored cadet that ever gradu- 
uted at West Point. Flipper hails from 
Atlanta, and for that reason he isa_per- 
netual advertisement of the city. We 
heartily sympathize with Flipper. But 
for his pluck and strong. common sense 
he would never have remained at West 
Point, and but for his nerve 
and determination he would have 
efne the way of the unfortuuate colored 
youth who was imprisoned in the naval 
academy as a cadet. This particular 
youth succumbed, while Flipper man- 
aged to worry through, and now he is to 
write a book about his experience as a 
student at West Point—to be particular, 
he has already written the book and it is 
shortly to be published by the “Homer 
Sect company,” of New York, whatever 
that is. The book is entitled ‘The 
Colored Cadet at West Point,” and 
is intended to be the autobi- 
agraphical exposition of the trials, ex- 
periences and incidents in the career of 
Flipper while a caded at West Point. It 
is stated that he fully expresses his feel- 
ingsand convictions, and if he does the 
volume will be somewhat unique, to say 
the least. It is hardly to be presumed 
that Flipper, as talented as he may be, is 
the real author of the volume, but if the 
‘literary gent’? to whom has been in- 
trusted the arduous labors of compiling 
this colored autobiography has at all at- 
tended to his business,we shall havesome- 
thing worth reading.. We feel an _ inter- 
est in Flipper, and we trust he has em- 
ployed the right kind of aman to elab- 
orate his alleged volume. Only in this 
way can he make an impression upon 
the public mind. We have before us 
two steel portraits of Flipper, which are 
very characteristic and very good. Those 
who know Flipper will at once recognize 
the likeness. In one he appears as a ca- 
det and in the other he appears as a 
secand lieutenant of cavalry. 

We expected great things of Flip- 
per in a military way, but we never 
thought that he would make a litterateur 
of any note. At the same time, we wish 
Flipper well. He is a better man than a 
good many who hold places in the army. 
He has had large experience with the re- 


publican idea of social equality, and he 


has discovered the hollowness of the 
protestations of those who want to use 
the negro vote. He deserves to succeed. 


~ ‘The Electoral Bills. 
Two bills are before congress to povide 
a better method of ascertaining and 
counting the electoral vote. One is 
known as the Edmunds or senate bill,the 
other as the Southard or house bill. Each 
comes up asthe report of a‘ select com- 
mittee on the subject; each comes up asa 


to decide questions of ‘disputed elections 


‘in the states, and the bill provides that 


each state shall regulate for itself the 
manner in which such disputes shall be 
determined, and that the determination 
made according to such regulations in 
each state shall be final and conclusive. 
Congress is to meeton the second Mon- 
day of February to open the electoral 
votes and count them, and the bill pro- 
vides that where there is but one return 
from a state it shall not be rejected, while 
where there are two or more returns only 
that one shall be counted which is re- 
ceived by the concurrent vote of both 
houses. 

The Southard bill provides that a con- 
troversy as to the appointment oer eligi- 
hility of electors may be passed upon by 
the highest judicial tribunal of the state 
in which the contest arises, and this de- 
cision shall be transmitted, properly cer- 
tified and sealed, to the seat of govern- 
ment, directed to the president of the 
senate, and this decision shall stand good 
unless reversed by the concurrent action 
of the two houses. When there has been 
a controversy in a state and no certificate 
of decision has been transmitted, or when 
two or more such certificates have been 
so transmitted, the contested votes from 
such state shall not be counted unless 
both houses concur therein. If there are 
several electoral certificates from a state 
and no judicial decision, the certificate 
held by both houses to be issued by the 
proper authority shall be conclusive. 

The only essential difference between 
the two plans consists in this—the 
Kdmunds plan makes the state’s decision 
final in case there is but one return, 
while the Southard plan permits its re- 
jection by the concurrent action of the 
two houses. The principle of the Southard 
bill is that the verification of the elec- 
toral yotes is the duty and prerogative of 
the two houses of congress. The Edmunds 
bill is the strongerstates’ rights billofthe 
two. Beth, however, upset the aliunde 
theory of not going behind the returns. 
The Edmunds bill, which will be generaly 
supported by the republicans, fastens 
not only upon Mr. Edmunds, but upon 
the balance of the electoral conspirators 
of 1876, all that the democrats have ever 
eharged. They stand before the world 
as confessed hypocrites, if not perjurers. 
The democrats claimed in the contest of 
i876 the right to verify the electoral 
votes—to go behind the returns for 
that purpose. Mr. Edmunds, as a mem- 
ber of the electoral commission and the 
balance of the republican members, de- 
nied that there was any such right under 
the constitution. They admit that they 
were wrong, now that the man that they 
fraudulently foisted upon the country is 
in a fair way to serve to the end of the 
current presidential term. Such shame- 
lessness, such criminality is astounding— 
or rather, would have been twenty years 
ago. 

Either bill would take away all pre- 
tense of power inthe president of the 
senate to exercise any judicial authority 
over the returns. Either bill would give 
us something definite, something conclu- 
sive, something plain in the way of a 
method for counting the vote. Either 
would be better than the present 
uncertainty and = general muddle. 
But neither is liable to run the 
brief session. This is to be regretted, 
although the danger of a repetition of the 
scenes of 1876-77 has been removed by 
the overtbrow of the carpet-bag returning 
boards and of the unscrupulous, hypocrit- 
ical and shameless supremacy of radical- 
ism in the senate.

A majority of the Chicago bankers, even those 
who are strong advocates of the single gold stand- 
ard, do not believe the plan to be practicable the 
New York bankers propose for throwing out silver 
and doing business behind the dead-line of gold. 
The plan assumes that New York makes the coun- 
try. The truth is, the country makes New York. 
New York cannot act independently of the rest of 
the United States, for it is the agent of the con- 
sumers and producers in the interior behind it. It 
is at this very point that the parallel with Cali- 
fornia fails. Oatifornia is insolated. More than 
any other community ia the United States, its in- 
terests are local. It was, moreover, the producer 
of the very comraodity that the greenback was to 
displace. For these reasons California was able to 
maintain its gold currency against the legal ten- 
der law and the usage of the rest of the country. 
New York has no such_ footing for financial iso- 
lation. Iteannotstand alone. What is the cur- 
reney of the country must be the currency of the 
New York. The same subject, substantially, as 
the present one, was propo-ed by the New York 
banks last vear, when the silver bill was pending. 
A clearing-house committee was appointed to con- 
fer with similar commitices from Boston, Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, and other eastern cities. How 
far did this movement go’? The Boston clearing- 
house met and refused to act, and the most infflu- 
ential members of the Boston clearing-house de- 
clared against the plan. This was the last-of that 
attempt to combine New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore—the agents—aegainst the in- 
terior of the country—the principals. It shows 
that even if New York was a unit against legal-ten- 
der silver, it would not be supported by the other 
financial centers. But the New York banks could 
not. be held in any such syndicate. If one bank 
would not take silver on deposit andin payments 
another would. The banks that refreed to take 
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Oliver Wendell Holmes in the Atlantic.
